LOCATION OF Nil 888 AND Nil 88 


1. I heard from various sources that Nil 888, which consists of an assem- 
bly plant and a test stand, is located in Podlipki. We Germans ' called 
it the M Peenemuende of the USSR," Nil 88 is also located there. I 
believe that the latter is not a factory, but a central administrative 
office for the various institutes engaged in guided-missile research. 
This belief is based on the fact that Tny Soviet chiefs went there 
frequently, and that I, as well as all the other Germans who were pre- 
sent at the missile launching site near Kapustin Yar, was taken there 
to sign secrecy statements and pledges. 

INSTITUTES 885. 886. AND 888 SUBORDINATE TO INSTITUTE 88 

2. I believe that Nil 885, Nil 886, and Nil 888 are administered by 
Nil 88. For example, any requests by Nil 885 for publications or in- 
formation were first forwarded to Nil 88 and then to the Academy of 
Sciences, The publications requested or the information desired was 
then sent to the requesting organization, I have no information on 
levels higher than Nil 88 and do not know to which ministry Nil 88 
was subordinate. 


INSTITUTE 886 ADMINISTERED BY INSTITUTE 888 

3. Although I have no concrete evidence, I believe that Nil 886 is 
actually a part of Nil 888. This is logical because the engineers
